Monday Magazine Writer 


A general theme of personal preparedness with 
emphasis on testimony and repentance pervaded the 
147th Annual General Conference of the LDS Church, 
held this weekend on Temple Square in Salt Lake City. 

Thousands of church members from all over the 
world attended the conference, held in the historic 
Tabernacle and presided over by the 82-year-old 
peoples and president of the church, Spencer W. Kim- 

all. 

President Kimball conducted the first general session 
of the conference, held at 10 a.m. Saturday. : 

In his opening address, the prophet straightforwardly 
told church members that they could expect to be 
relieved of adverse weather conditions when they put 
their lives in order; and kept the Sabbath day holy. 

“The Lord uses the weather sometimes to discipline 
his people for the violation of his laws,” he said. “He 
said to the children of Israel, ‘If ye walk in my statutes, 
and keep my commandments, and do them, then I will 
give you rain in due season, and the land shall yield her 
increase, and the trees of the field shall yield their 
fruit.’ (Leviticus 26:3-6) 

He continued that members should “take stock of 
ourselves and see if we are worthy to ask, and if we have 
been breaking the commandments to make us un- 
worthy of receiving the blessing.” 

President Kimball especially emphasized the impor- 
tance of keeping holy the Sabbath day. “Today 
numerous people of this land spend the Sabbath work- 
ing, devoting the day to the beaches, to entertainment, 
the shows, to their weekly purchases,”’ he noted. Citing 
scriptures from Leviticus, he warned that if people of 
the earth do not repent and observe the Sabbath, the 
earth would be made desolate, and “Then shall the land 
enjoy her Sabbaths, as long as it lieth desolate...As long 
as it lieth desolate it shall rest; because it did not rest 
(when it could) in your Sabbaths, when ye dwelt upon 
it.”’ (Lev. 26:34-35) 


Genealogy and gardening 


This is the time for people to repent of all their sins 
and return to their families, he exhorted. Genealogy 
work, including temple work, research, writing personal 
histories and keeping journals, is also essential, and is 
indeed prtgressing but more must be done, he said. He 
also mentioned gardening as still necessary and as a 
means of making friends and drawing families closer 
together. 

Three new members of the First Quorum of the 
Seventy were sustained.in the conference. They were G. 
Ternes Durham, James M. Paramore and Richard G. 

cott. 

The divinity of Jesus Christ as manifested in the 
Transfiguration was discussed by Elder David B. 
Haight of the Council of the Twelve. He told of the ex- 
perience of Peter, James and John as they accompanied 
the Saviour on the Mount of Transfiguration, as they 
learned things later to be pondered in their hearts. 
These same witnesses were later to confer upon Joseph 
Smith and Oliver Cowdery the Melchizedek Priesthood 
and keys of apostleship, he said. 


Elder Bruce R. McConkie of the Council of the 
Twelve exhorted church members to “Come: Know the 
Lord Jesus” in his address. After citing various religious 
ideas about Christ,he said “Amid it all may we raise the 
one voice which echoes the mind and will and voice of 
the Lord. Our voice is one which testifies of a true and 
living Christ; it is one which says that the Lord Jesus 
has revealed himself and his gospel anew in modern 
times; it is a voice which invites all men to come to him 
who died on Calvary; and to live his laws as he has given 
them to modern prophets. 

He continued by explaining the respective roles of 
God the Father and Jesus Christ and outlining the plan

American history of centralized political power and I 
think the revisionists have picked this up and have used 
it in their own work to question that kind of power long 
before Vietnam. Many revisionists warned about 
something like Vietnam, simply because they saw that 
the way power was being concentrated could lead to a 
Vietnam; that is, one or two, three, four, five, six people, 
and that’s just about all who were meeting together to 
make policy by the end of the Johnson administration, 
unless they were closely checked by Congress and the rest 
of us, were going to be doing things that the rest of us 
might not agree with, or might not want to commit our 
lives to. And I think this is one of the most important 
things revisionists have done, to question that kind of 
centralized power. 


Monday Magazine—Is President Carter’s support 
of Soviet dissidents an infringement on the Soviet Un- 
ion’s internal affairs? 


Dr. LeFeber—In various ways, the United States and 
the Soviet Union have both made statements about each 
other’s internal affairs. This is not uncommon. What’s 
uncommon is when the President of the United States 
goes to the degree, to the lengths that Carter has in mak- 
ing this a public issue and receiving dissidents at the 
White House. This is different; it’s a difference in degree, 
though, not in kind.

Jose Molina, world re- 
nowned Spanish 
Flamenco dancer is doing 
what he loves and doesn’t 
mind the hard work it en- 
tails. ““The most impor- 
tant thing in life I think is 
to do what you want, no 
matter what you do,” he 
says confidently. “When I 
have to do a rehearsal, I 
don’t care. I’m happy 
about it. I have to say, 
‘thank God’ I am one of 
those gifted people that 
knew what to do when I 
was really young.” 

Molina treated a sizable 
audience at the Marriott 
Center last Thursday 
night to a spectacular per- 
formance of his “Bailes 
Espanoles.’’ After the 
program, he invited Mon- 
day Magazine reporters to 
his dressing room for a 
short visit. Greeting his 
journalistic guests, he tur- 


ned with his stage make. 
up partially removed to. 


exclaim, “I look like a ra- 
coon now!” 


Early desire 


The Dancer began the 
conversation talking 
about his early desire to 
become a dancer. “My 
father wanted me to be a 
boxer. He put me in a

gymnasium for three 
months, I was never so un- 
happy in my life.” 

In that same gym- 
nasium, Spanish dancing 
lessons were given. 
Watching others. dance, 
Molina soon got the desire 
to pursue a career in 
Spanish dance. His father 
noticing this said, ‘““You 
want to be a dancer? You 
have, have to prove how 
much you want to be a 
dancer. So, you have to 
work for your own career.” 

Jose quit school at the 
age of nine to work in a 
fish market. He worked 
there for five years making 
only about ten cents per 
day. He recalls, “I didn’t 
mind the work because I 
wanted to become a dan- 
cer so much.” 

What does his family 
think of his dancing career 
now? “They love it. Now 
they really love it. When I 
was twenty-one, I gave 
them a house, so they are 
very proud.” 

At fourteen Molina 
joined a_ professional 
dance company in Madrid 
afterifive years of relen- 
tless study. He became 
the first dancer of his 
ballet. school at fifteen. 
The next year he traveled 
throughout Europe as a 
solo dancer. 

After two and one-half 
more years of study, he 
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came to the United States 
to dance on the Steve 
Allen show. Being on this 
show gave him the oppor- 
tunity to get acquainted 
with some American stars; 
Rin-Tin-Tin and Connie 
Francis. 


First US show 


Jose Molina did not go 
unnoticed on his first 
American visit. ‘‘After 
that (the Steve Allen 
show) some agent saw me 
and asked if I wanted to 
be in a show called 
‘Jamacia’ with Lena 
Horne and Ricardo Mon- 
toban.” The agent also 
made another offer for 
him to be first dancer in a 
dance company. 

He declined these of- 
fers. “I decided to go with 
my own people since I 
didn’t speak any 
English.’’ (Molina’s 
English vocabulary then 
consisted of ‘‘okay,”’ 
“hello,’? “Show do you 
do?,”’ “‘thank you very 
much,’’ ‘‘good-bye,’’ 
“ves,” and “shut-up.’’) 
“In the Spanish company, 
we had some people that 
were American. To learn 
English, I stuck with the 
Americans. I wanted to 
learn enough so I could 
communicate with others 
and learn their ideas.” 

Jose Molina is very 
much a self-educated 
man. He has not only 
taught himself English, 
but French and Italian as 
well. “If you have a date, 
you have to com- 
municate!”’ he quips. He 
‘emphasized that 
everything he learns 
comes from either reading 
or traveling. 

Having traveled exten- 
sively through the U.S., 
Molina declares, “I like 
America. This is my 
second home. I have an 
apartment in New York. I 
have great friends all over 
America.”

American food, par- 
ticularly catsup. “I do like 
hamburgers. I’m a fanatic 
of junk food. I don’t watch 
my diet. I eat a lot. I eat a 
lot because I lose a lot of 
energy during the show. In 
the show I can lose up to 
five or six pounds.” 

It seems a typical 
characteristic of Flamenco 
dancers is being extremely 
thin. Molina is no excep- 
tion. “I never look at 
myself in the mirror 
because I get disgusted. I 
say, ‘I’m so thin!’ But I 
like to be skinny. It’s 
much better than being 
fat. Especially today when 
all the clothes are so tight.

It seems that like man’s 
earliest paintings, 
Flamenco dancing got its 
start in a cave also.

According to Molina 
when one dances

In Flamenco dancing 
feet are constantly mov- 
ing. Doesn’t Jose Molina’s 
feet get tired? ‘Oh, yes, 
yes. But we love it!” 

Although Molina has 
coreographed many 
Flamenco dances, he 
rarely performs them. He 
feels it is much better to 
use the work of others 
because it is too easy to 
get lazy when one per- 
forms his own work es- 
pecially in dancing. Each 
year, his troupe changes 
their routines to keep from 
becoming so familiar as to 
be sloppily performed.

Clearly in a class by it- 
self, however, is the third 
and newest offering, 
“Airport ’77,” which is a 
definite cut above both 
its predecessors. 


Even with a cast in- 
cluding James Stewart, 
Jack Lemmon, 
Christopher Lee plus 
Olivia deHavilland and 
Joseph Cotton (both of 
whom appear on the 
screen for the first time 
in quite a while), the 
emphasis this time upon 
story. and action—not 
necessarily on stars—is 
the key to Airport 77’s 
lively and interesting ef- 
fect. The story concerns 
the problems encoun- 
tered during a flight of 
society highbrows to the 
opening of an art 
museum established by 
millionaire Stewart, 
who, incidentally, also 
owns the richly- 
furnished Boeing 747 on 


which his guests are fly- 
ing. ; 

The superjet is taken 
sharply off course over — 
where else? — the Ber- 
muda Triangle and as 
the dazzlingly-painted 
publicity posters il- 


lustrate, the plane crash- 
lands on the water and 
sinks to the ocean floor. 
While this latest ‘“Air- 
port” has actually little 
to do with airports such 
as the role of previous 
Airport trouble-shooter 
Joe Patroni (still played 
by George Kennedy) is 
reduced to a few brief 
walk-ons, this 
submarine-with-wings 


predicament is a 
genuinely intriguing 
problem .and a 
refreshingly original 
idea. . 
Furthermore, Jerry 
Jameson’s direction is 
not as hurried and 
stilted as the second or 
even the original ‘Air- 
port.”” Each of the big- 
name stars, particularly 
Cotton and deHavilland, 
is given time for a 
dignified performance, 
not the usual one- 
dimensional, cameo- 
type appearance. The 
casting is better than the

Experts say this out- 
come will certainly affect the parliamentary elec- 
tions next year. 

Political upheavals are nothing new to France, but 
even the nationwide results of the mayorial races 
surprised the leftists. These results show that the 
majority is collapsing, says Socialist leader Francois 
Mitterand. 

Jacques Chirac, who is aware that his election as 
Mayor of Paris could have hurt a central-rightist vic- 
tory in 1981, admitted to reporters that a new cam- 
paign strategy would have to be examined. The peo- 
ple aren’t afraid of communism or socialism any 
more. 

It is not yet known what kind of impact a leftist 
France would have on world affairs, but experts say 
that France’s relationship with NATO and the Com- 
mon arket will definitely be affected. 

Some people feel that if the Parliamentary elec- 
tions take a left turn in ’78, Giscard d’Estaing may 
step down,

Attending lab school 


Youngest BYU students

Most students start attending college when they’re 17 
or 18 years old. But a few students going to school here 
have started considerably earlier—like when they’re 
three to five-years old. Approximately 270 children at- 
tend school four days a week at BYU’s Child Develop- 
ment Laboratory Schools, an innovative pre-school 
situation used to train early education and child 
development majors. 

But the majors and the children are not the only 
benefactors of the BYU program. Parents also get 
educated. “Research has shown that fathers only spend 
7-10 minutes per week interacting with their children,” 
says Dr. Owen W. Cahoon, coordinator for the 
laboratory schools. He quickly explains this is time 
spent in direct interaction—not just being in the same 
location or eating together. 

The same data show when children are under 18 
months old, fathers spend less than 30 seconds per day

interacting,”’ Dr. Cahoon continues. Not wishing to con- 
demn fathers out of hand, he notes, “Other research 
shows that fathers have the greatest effect on their 
children’s learning to learn. And for these reasons we in- 
sist that fathers and mothers participate in a parent 
education program while their kids are here.” 

This parent education thrust is a major movement in 
the country, reports Dr. Cahoon. And BYU with its ex- 
cellent facilities is one of the forerunners in this field and 
also in family life training. ‘“Over 600 people attended a 
recent workshop in Texas where we explained the 
program,” he adds, and we expect another 600 this com- 
ing November when the National Association for Educa- 
tion of Young Children meets. 

The parent education program provides five options 
busy parents can choose to fulfill their obligations 
towards their children’s education: listen to a series of 
tapes, read selected articles, work in the laboratory 
schools classroom, attend a series of lectures, or allow 
the student teachers to visit them in their homes and ex- 
plain how they might work to complement the program. 
Dr. Cahoon, who recognizes parents have many de- 
mands on their time, reports, “The tapes have proved 
the most popular since we started this three years ago. 
Second most popular is having the student teachers visit 
the home.” 

This direct involvement of the parents means the 
school and concepts learned there are extended into the 
home. ‘‘Parents don’t have to be school teachers, but 
they should interact with their kids, and provide them 
the opportunity to experience,” maintains Dr. Cahoon.

A proverbial note from the teacher—in this case the 
BYU student teachers—implements this direct involve- 
ment. “Each day the child carries home a learning card 
which informs the parents what the child has learned, so 
the parents can supplement and reinforce the con- 
cepts,” explains Dr. Cahoon. “Not homework, but free 
activities which tie school to home.” 

Who benefits the most from this arrangement? 
Everyone. For 25 years CDFR and early education stu- 
dent teachers have gained the invaluable experience of 
working with young children before they graduate. The 
kids have the opportunity to grow in a transitional social 
situation between the family and full-time public school 
education. And parents truly get involved with their 
children’s education and simultaneously set good exam- 
ples of parenting to their children who will eventually 
have children of their own they’ll need to help educate. 

Dr. Cahoon sums it up nicely, saying, “I believe the 
child comes to school to learn the rules, and then goes 
home to gain an education.”” And with the help of the 
lab schools, the student teachers and the parents, that’s 
apparently just what BYU’s youngest students are do- 


ing.

Death by ignorance 


The usual hypothermic victim is described by Parnell 
as someone who goes out in complete ignorance of the en- 
vironment (usually in the fall or spring), wearing a light 
jacket and “‘skin-tight” denims. This person sits down on 
a snow covered log, the snow then melts because of his 
body heat, and the person gets soaked to the skin. “I’ve 
seen some kids actually freeze to the log,” says Parnell, 
shaking his head in exasperation. 

Worse still, the hiking enthusiast goes for a hike 
without checking the forecast (a storm may be on the 
way) and is completely unprepared for the severe 
ves that dumps rain or snow on his poorly protected 

ody. 

“Preventative measures are the name of the game,” 
emphasizes Parnell. “Hypothermia is so sneaky; I’ve 
picked up bodies that had waffle weave underwear still in 
the plastic in their packs.”
